THE  prefent  period  of  American  affairs,  may 
very  juitly  be  confidered,  as  the  raoft  danger - 
©u;  and  important  that  we  have  fcen,  fince  the 
revolution.  We  fondly  entertained  the  hope, 
tli  it  an  emancipation  from  the  tyranny  of  Great 
Britain,  had  laid  the  foundation  for  the  coin 
■lett  fc.ij'ivment  of  uninterrupted  happinels,  and 
put  an  end  to  the  evils  attendant  on  foreign 
connexions  Subfequent  to  that  gie^.t  and  glo- 
rious itrnggle  for  thole  rights  which  God  had 
given  to  us,  as  a  portion  of  th-  the  human  rare, 
y/e  found  ourfelves  in  the  pr.fieii:on  bt  iv.it u- 
r.al  and  political  advantages,  v/hiciv  pramjfeU  to 
raife  the  American  character  to  the  funimit  of 
national  grandeur — A  peculiar  ii.il.lnels  in  th^ 
dilpDlirion'of  our  citiaens,  added  Lc  the  iucrea« 

ing  {late  of  knowledge  and  rnrj  ih<  nkij  1  ••>■ 

Culutcd  our  country  to  enjoy  t!'e  liber-.y  which 
it  had  acquired,  and  to  afford  us  the  pleating 
hope,  that  pall  experience  would  teach  vs  ti 
unite  a  becoming  jealouly  of  our  rigiio 
that  moderation  and  y  iiiiom,  which  might  pre- 
vent the  dangers  of  interna!  faction,  and  for 
elgn  encroachment — But,  a!  is!  theft  drill  itfol 
profpects  have  been  lhut  out  from  our  view  , 
and  infiead  of  enjoying  ths  meridian  of  happi 
nefs,  which  we  were  led  to  :alculatc  as  the  re- 
ward of  our  fucccfles,  and  the  refult  ofouriitu- 
ation,  we  tichold  our  political  1  emi  inhere,  fur- 
rounded  with  douds,  and  live  to  anticipate  the 
difafters  of  an  approaching  A »rm- Indeed,  it 
has  not  only  begun  to  rage  at  R  difl.mce.  atten- 
ded -.vith  the  molt  fcrieus  afflictions  to  our  citi- 
iens on  the  ocean,  but  its  violence  has  perva- 
ded the  American  continent,  ar.d  given  birth  to 
adifunion  of  fentiinent  cn  the  fubject  of  «ur 
political  operations,  which  threatens  our  ex- 
illence  as  an  independent  and  powerful  nation. 

An  enquiry  into  the  caules  of  thefe  etfetts, 
which  make  the  moll  .farming  cniis  in.  our  af- 
fairs, becomes  the  dignity  and  duty  of  a  free- 
man ;  who  ought  uot  only  to  (eel  hinifelf  high- 
ly interfiled  in  recalling  his  fleeting  happinefs, 
but  clo  ithed  with  legulatii e  powers,  forming 
plans  for  the  protection  of  tOi  right:  of  his  fel- 
low cit.zensand  of  the  generations  which  are  to 
come.  It  is  to  this  impartially,  and.  expand- 
ed philanthropy,'  that  we  are  ne-ji  to  appeal,  for 
a  relloration  of  our  former  happiriefs,  at  a  pe 
riod  when  our  union  is  threatened  with  dilfolu- 
tion,  our  governmert  with  fubverficn  and  our 
continent,  perbap«,  with  the  fire  brand?  of  fo- 
reign hollility.  ,  In  the  days  of  our  greater  fe- 
curitv,  the  fpitit  of  party,  might  perhaps  have 
been  lefs  criminal ;  .but  now  .that .orr  political 
falvarion  depcnili  upon  a  t  lr.d'd  rc:  fide  ration  of 
vhat  our  real  duty  &r  intcreft  fhould  lead  us  to,  it 
would  be  unpaidonable  to  be  governed  by  finif 
rcr  motives  upon  fo  important  a  qje.tion,  or 
by  any  other  principles  than  what  are  fuggefted 
by  confeience.  . 

The  remarks  which  will  be  exhibited  in  the 
courfc  of  thii  enquiry,  are  addrefied  more  par- 
ticularly to  the  citizens  of  Kentucky,  thuri  to 
tl.e  inlvibit.»iif  of  AT)  .  thci  Hat  firft,hec4uft 
1  conceive  that  tbc  prefent  democratical  fpirit 
which  ftlrqoft  generally  _pervadc.  the  common- 
wealth, in  opposition  to  gowtjuncpt,  to  be  re- 
plete with,  the  moft  »:aiigL-rous  confluences  to 
its- future  happinefs;  and,  fecendly,  becaufe  I 
conceive  that  at  this  particular  criiij,  fuch  op- 
pofkion,  is  u  :t  only  dangerous  to  the  union  at 
large,  but  can  fubl'erve  110  beneficial  01  favor- 
able end,  whatever.  • 

A  j  uft  eflimate  of  cur  rights  as  a  nation,  the 
blefliu^s  of  internal  peace,  ar.d  the  advan-.ages 
of  national  dignify  and  independence,  muft  be 
thrown  into  the  fcale,  againit  an  inv-.'ior.  of 
thofe  rights,  the  horrors  of  a  continental  war, 
and  a  Ihamefui  febfervience  to  the  will  ~ad  in 
fluence  of  foreign  nations  — -In  this  calculation, 
v»e  are  to  \<;~>k  behind  us  and  tak*  a  letrofpec 
tivYview  of  the  Mcffings  from  which  we  are 
rapidly  rccecdin~,  occafioncd  by  cur  cwn  con 
<bifr,  -iii<i  t-'  took  before  ns  toward*  the  future 
prqfpccts  of  our  country,  in  order  to  form  a 
determination,  whether' we  are  to  permit  them 
to  jower  with  the  fate  of  Venice  and  Switzer- 
land, or  to  rcg  ;in  the  former  fplenclpur  which 
attracted  our  own,  and  the  admiration  of  the 
u  arid.— Ia  fbrrriing  this  determination,  it  re- 
quirtJ  no  arguments  to'fhew  which  litmtion  the 
,  nurd  will  choofe  to  adopt  —The  hrfi  exhibits  a 
melancholy  inftanre  of  national  debalenTtnt,  the 
lofs  of  indeptnder.ee  ;hc  lofs  of  happinefs; 
an.l  the  other  of  every  thing  that  is  dejjrable, 
:nl  tr>  Iv  grent  and  c>;a!:ed.  But  in  chopfjng 
to  regain  our  formir  enviabl*  ftation  as  a  fire* 
aid  happy  people  j  "infinite  wifdcri,  and  niuch 
deliberation  becomes  absolutely  neceilary. — 
Upon  the  aoottHpn  of  nealures,  cur  fate  will 
intirely  depend ;  ror  will  it  be  hazar^injj  an 
|ni draper  opinion,  when  I  fay  thar  tha  United 
Sr  ,te;  of  America,  precari.-iifly  fitujted  as  Lev 
are  3t  prefen1-,  have  no  ud\ anta^e.  to  exoect, 
in  he;-  p!.:-r>ji  .  to  happinefs,  by  oppaAug  the 
rr.e^fures  of  government,  at  this  rime,  for  what 
lias  been  done,  o,  fVuui  rejecting  thofe  proceetf- 
Sngs  with  an  inflamacory  violence,  neither  re- 
fco4rnerSbVd  by  the  <  o.-iilirncior,  by  natural  law, 
br  juftifi  .bio  on  the  fiore  of  policy.— Parti- 
lulaf  '.  .icuMltaiuc-S  »\vc  origin  to  particular 
meaViires  in  the  concern;  ot  individual  life,  a-, 
fcell  a  uj  tse  arTauj  of  a  na;ivu.**-  u  errors  m- 


Pidioufiy  creep  into  the  adminifhation  of  a  go- 
vernmeai,  a  wife  people  will  calculate  the  time 
rnd  t.ie  exiding  tituation  of  their  afl.iirs,  be- 
tore  they  attempt  to  abrogate  principles  which 
might  a^fwer  beneficial  ■  jrpofes  at  one  period, 

and  I*  felt  as  real  evils  at  another.  The 

period  has  not  yet  arrived,  when  the  doctrine  of 
reiiitance  becomes  neceli'ary  in  its  application, 
to  prevent  tui  lofs  of  our  liberties,  and  to  re 
pel  the  incioachments  of  internal  tyranny  — A 
government  mud  have  irude  confiderable  ad 
rancei  towaidn  defpotic  power,  before  a  peo 
pie  can,  juitly,  confident  with  their  duty,  lay 
afide  the  milder  modes  of  feeking  redrefb,  for 
the  allumption  of  thofe  more  violent  and  im- 
mediately effective  When  this  period  ar- 

rkn  m  is  then  a  duty  to  refid;  but  until  our 
Jaftairs  become  ripe,  lor  fo  lamentable  an  alter- 
native, it  is  confident  with  found  policy,  to 
complain  with  caution,  and  to  remonltrate  with 
moderation.

Lmus  of  the  United  States. 

An  Act,  to  declare  the  treaties  hereto- 
fore concluded  with  France,  no  longer 
tHiMttrj  on  thi  United  States. 
WHi-IltAJi  the  treaties  concluded 
between  the  United  Mates  and  France, 
have  been  repeatedly  violated  on  the 
part  of  the  French  government;  and 
the  jult  claims  of  the  Dniied  States 
lor  reparation  of  the  injuries  fo  com- 
mitted have  been  refuled,  and  their 
attempts  ro  negotiate  an  amicable 
aiijuttment  of  all  complaint*  be- 
twe«p  the  two  nations,  have  been  re- 
pelled with  indignity;  and  whereas, 
under  unthoiity  ot  the  French  go- 
vernment, there  is  yet  purfued  againft 
the  United  States,  a  fyltem  of  preda- 
tory violence,  infracting  the  faid  trca- 
tiesj  and  holtile  to  the  rights  of  a  free 
and  independent  nation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  fenate  and 
houfe  of  reprefentativesof  the  United 
v  ires,  of  muerica,  in  congrets  alletn- 
bled,  Th?t  the  United  States  are  of 
ngbtl  freed  and  exonerated  from  the 
ttipulations  of  the  treaties,  and  of  the 
Confular  convention,  heretofore  con 
eluded  between  the  United  States  and 
F r?nce  ;  and  the  lame  fhall  not  heru  e 
forth  be  regarded  as  legally  obligato- 
ry on  the  government  or  citizens  of  the 
Unites  States.

ed guilty  of  a  high  mifdemcanor,  and 
on  i.rinvicl ion,  before  any  court  of  the 
United  States  having  jurisdiction 
hereof,  mall  bepunifhed  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  thoufand  dollars,  and 
by  impiifonment  during  a  term  not 
lefs  th»;;  li:t  months  nor  exceeding  five;

perfon,  being  tbeteof  convicted  be- 
toreanycouit  of  the  United  States 
having  jurisdiction  :  theieof,  ii.all  be 
punilhed  by  a  tine,  not  exceediiig  twe 
thoufand  dollars,  and  by  impi  ifunment 
not  exceeding  two  years.  1

Fellow  Citizens  ; 

AT  a  period  wh?n  America  appears 
to  be  pregnant  with  an  eventful 
change  ;  and  the  public  mind  is  un- 
dergoing  a  mighty  revolution  ;  it  will 
not  be  deemed  improper*  in  me,  as  j  our 
reprefentaijve,  to  attempt  to  give  you 
a  .fkerch  of  rhe  meafures  which  have 
been  taken  in  congrefs  during  its  late 
ifng  slid  interelting  fellion.  It  has  e- 
ver  been  the  clvirac'terillic  of  freemen 
to  bear  opprcfiion,  from  their  agents, 
xvhen  heaped  by  a  delicate  band,  and 
in  gradual  progrejf.on  :  they  always 
liase  foffei  ed  their  liberties  ro  be  frit- 
rercd  away,  one  by  one,  with  a  coun- 
remnrc  of  calmnefs  and  tranquility, 
wh'Uft  the  afarping  power  condefcends 
to  cajole  them  with  fpecious  pretexts. 
America  can  never  loofe  her  liberty 
from  the  broad  and  open  allaylts  of 
fyranny:  to  thefe  /he  has  always  ma- 
nifelted  all  intrepid  fuperiority  ;  but 
her  danger  is  to  be  apprehended  from 
inlidicus,  tlefigning  an<l  artful  men, 
v.'/io  fe ore tly  endeavor  to  undermine 
the  facred  foundation  of  our  conftitu- 
tion.  The  extraordinary  meafures 
proofed  from  time  to  time,  ro  con- 
greis,  tince  the  call  of  the  extraordi- 
nary fcfuon,  cou!<l  not  have  beencon- 
fummated  in  one  day;  if  every  thing 
dear  and  facred  to  America  had  been 
wrefted  from  her  by  one  fell  Avoop, 
the  would  have  arilen,  and  with  an 
inipnfinnr  attitude  have  refomed  her 
right*  and  avenged  the  injury;  but 
ti»* 'changes  which  have  been  made 
have  b?en  gradually  efleded  ;  changes 
not  only  in  refped  to  our  foreign  po- 
litical relations  but  in  the  fund ament- 
al  principles  of  our  confl  itution. 

To  you,  fellow  citizens,  who  or 
c'ained  axn\  eflailijhed  the  conditution 
of  the  United  States  as  well  asthecon- 
ftiturion  of  Kentucky,  it  may  be  un- 
necellary  to  dwell  «n  a  minute  def- 
cription  of  t hofe  infill  uments  ;  but  it 
may  not  be  deemed  intrufive  to  repeat 
the  general  principle  upon  which  all 
the  con'.f  itutions  in  the  United  States 
are  founded:  In  the  declaration  of 
i:  !f  pender.ee  it  is  aflamed  as  a  maxim 
it  roVegnateilt  is  inilituted  among 
men  deriving  rheir  j:>Jl  powers  1'rom 
the  cd'nfeht  of  the  governed;  and 
whenever  any  form  of  government 
heroines  deftroctive  of  thofe  ends,  it 
i«  the  of  the  people  to  alter  or 

abolifh  it."  The  fame  idea  is  empha- 
tically exprefTed  in  the  prefent  conlH- 
tnrioa:  "  JVt,  the  people  of  the  United 
•'  •  id  Qfdcv  to  form  a  more  per- 
fect union,  &c.  dc  irdain  and  cjlabtijh 
this  conftit&tion  j"  from  htneeitis 
demonttrated  t!>-at  the  lupreme  power 
in  America  refidei  in  the  people  as  the 
fountain  ©f  government,  and  the  peo- 
ple do  not  p-arl  with  It  to  any  government 
r.  But  they  delegate  it  in  fuch 
prop  'tions  to  fuch  bodies  on  fuch  terms 
an  1 ;  -i  ter  fiich  limitations  as  they  think 
p'opes.  From  a  little  attenrion  to 
the  confHtntion  of  the  United  States, 
it  is  discovered  that  a  fpecified  pro. 
portion  of  power  is  ir.v.-fledin  congrefs 
on  cei  ;ain  terms  and  under  certain-  // 
1 ■'..'  •/,)';/  ,•  and  the  fweepibg  claufe, 
r.s  i:  has  been  ufually  denominated, 
gives  no  more,  nor  no  ether  powers  be- 
yond the  particular  e  numeral  that  ;  for 
when  it  is  fail  that  congrefs  ''lhall 
have  power  to  make  all  laws  which 
f h a  1 3  be  necef&ry  and  proper,"  thole 
v  or.l*  ire  limit  J  and  d  fined  by  the 
following,  "  for  carrying  into  execu- 
tion the  foregoing  powers"-  this  is  fay. 
faying  no  more  than  the  powers  we 
have  .l.cady  particularly  glven,  (hall 
,aliy  carried  into  execution  : 
1>  it  wlx  )  ?iie  powers  of  a  co.illitutton 
are  exrrWfe'd  by  the  public  agents  in 
detailing  the  minutia  or  framing  the 
la  tr j  k  r.i-celtariiy  happens,  that  a  num- 
h  it  of  incidental  powers  come  into 
view,  and  thelegifla^are  prefutn.ee  up- 
on iis  discretion  to  make  the  proper 
apportionment  by  conllmciion.  This 
hai  happened  in  feveral  inftances 
Whilft  1  ivwc  had  the  honor  of  rcpre- 
I  -  r  yon  on  the  floor  of  the  houfe 
1  ■  -ntaiives,  and  occasioned  a 

■  ?  diverfiiy  of  opinion. — 
Sonne  member* i a  ;ong»efs  feeni  to  dif- 
)  •  it  i  the  great  and  fundamental 
principal  laid  down  in  the  cnnflituti- 
i  1  •  "ci-. ,  t^je  divi;ion  of  the  legitfa 
tive,  executive  and  judicial;  depart- 
ments ;  on  all  occafiois  where  a  con. 

po  r'er.  is  to  be  veiled,  ih.-y 
bly  vote  in  favour  of  addinji 
cr  ro  rhe  executive  branch; 
Ie4irning  thereby  the  chock  whkiuhe 


people  intemleu  to  refer**  as  near  to 
themfelvea  ai  they  conveniently  could, 
that  is,  the  check  of  their  immediate 
reprefentatives.  This  departure  IVom 
the  moll  important  principle  in  the 
cor.Ritution  has  excited  in  my  mind 
confiderable  apprehenfion  ;  and  I  have 
thought  it  my  duty  to  call  your  at-, 
tention  to  the  fubjecl,  in  hopes  you 
will  co-operate  in  preventing  the  ef- 
tec't  of  fuch  a  fatal  change  in  fyftem. 

The  incouhllent  diltribution  of  con- 
flructive  powers  has  been  contended 
for,  and  effected  under  a  variety  of 
pretexts:  the  foreign  intercourfe  bill 
at  this  fefliou,  drew  on  a  lengthy  dif- 
cu/hon  ;  and  in  contradh'iion  to  for- 
mer decilions,  it  was  maintained  by 
the  advocates  of  executive  power, 
that  wherever  the  prefident  authorif- 
ed  a  negotiation,  or  made  a  treaty, 
your  immediate  reprefentatives  were 
not  to  confidcr,  wherfcer  an  appropri- 
ation for  carrying  on  the  firlt,  or  ex- 
ecuting the  laft,  was  politic  or  not ; 
but  that  the  houfe  were  bound  in  con- 
fcience  to  vote  the  money,  be  the  a- 
monnt  what  it  might  ;  it  was  Ibid  to 
be  a  moral  duty  incumbent  upon  eve- 
ry member;  notwithllanding  the  con- 
ditution exprefsly  guards  the  treafury 
from  executive  drafts,  in  declaring 
that  no  money  lhall  be  drawn  from  it, 
but  in  confequence  of  appropriation! 
to  be  made  by  law  ;  aiid  no  appropri- 
ation to  be  made  bylaw,  but  what  the 
houfe  of  reprefentatives  fhall  judge 
and  decide  to  be  ufeful  and  proper  : 
this  is  one  among  a  number  inllances 
which  have  occurred  during  the  late 
fellion.  Another  coulb  ui'iion  wasgiv- 
en,  to  the  authority  declared  in  the 
confutation,  that  congrefs  lhall  have 
the  power  of  railing  armies;  it  had 
always  been  the  practice  of  congrefs 
to  order  a  fpecifk  army  to  be  railed  at 
a  fixed  period,  it  is  now  left  to  the 
prefident  to  raife  fuch  army  or  nor,  as 
his  difcretion  dictates. — The  law  con- 
cerning aliens  attempts  to  give  the 
prefident  a  power  which  it  never  was 
fnppofed  was  veiled  in  the  general 
government  by  the  cpr.llitution  ;  but 
on  the  contrary  it  is  fyecially  except- 
ed againik  and  referved  to  the  Hates, 
by  the  oth  feclion  of  the  firlt  article. 
The  bill  direcKing  the  prolecution  and 
punifhment  of  thole  who  fhalL  attempt 
to  brine;  your  executive  functionary, 
or  your  legillative  agents,  into  con- 
tempt or  deteltation,  either  by  writ- 
ing, uttering  or  publilhing,  is  a  wea- 
pon of  tremenduous  force  in  the  hands 
of  an  executive  adminiltration  !  It 
mull  infpire  terror  in  the  brcafls  of 
fome,  and  give  birth  to  that  fyftem  of 
efpionagc,  which  loofens  all  the  mo- 
ral ties  of  fociety  ;  its  dreadful  effects 
can  only  be  averted  bv  the  firmnefs 
and  patriotifm  of  the  citizens  through- 
out the  Union. 

Our  numerous  fchenies  of  revenue, 
the  extenlion  of  our  political  inter- 
courfe with  foreign  nations,  the  in- 
creafe  of  our  Handing  army,  the  ap- 
pointments to  be  made  among  the 
volunteer*,  and  the  ellablifhment  of  a 
navy,  has  given  to  the  executive  admi- 
nistration a  patronage  that  .nay  ul- 
tia>atily  difnn  b  the  har  nony  of  the 
Union.  But  when  you  add  to  this  the 
vail  funis  of  money  vetted  in  the  dif- 
pefad  of  the  prefident  ;  and  con'idcr 
the  great  loans  he  i3  authorifed  to 
make  ;  the  nntnetohfl  contracts  for 
fuppliei  for  an  army  of  ^2,000  men, 
w  ith  1 00,000 volunteers, 80,000  miiiti- 
a,  and  ;o  or  40  armed  (flips,  which  will 
necellarily  offer  to  many  perfons  the 
means  of  advantageous  fpectilation  :  I 
think  1  am  warranted  in  believing  that 
the  moll  unfhfpicious  will  fee  caufe  to 
exert  all  their  watchfnlnefs  ov;r  the 
executive  adminiltration  with  a  high 
degree  of  jealoufy.  Left  power  than 
the  preitdent  is  now  poflefled  of,  has 
given  to  ambition1!  commanders,  the 
power  of  tyrannizing  over  their  fel- 
low citizens,  and  ellablilhing  in  their 
families  an  hereditary  fupremacy. 
Power  without  controul  is  not  to  be 
ti-'ijled  :  virtue  when  fullered  to  act 
at  pleafure  becomes  vice — veil  to-day 
the  wifell,  the  jufteft  man  with  unli- 
mited authority,  and  to-morrow  he 
becomes  the  cruel,  arbitrary  oppref- 
for.  —  If  the  palladium  of  our  conflitu- 
tion  has  been  openly  and  daringly  vi. 
olated  by  one  branch  of  your  govern- 
ment, what  fecuriry  can  you  have  that 
other  hrancheswill  be  morei  edi  ained. 

You  arc  afked  10  have  confidence  in 
rhe  executiv  •  adminiltration.  In  other 
countries,  confidence  has  proved  tfhe 
fource  of  lojiiry  and  the  incentive  tft 
gpilt.  Behind  trris  barrier  the  traitor 
finds  fecurity  againlt  ihe  attacks  of  the 
betrayed  :  therefore  prudence  would 
deceit  that  you  give  your  contiJenre 
with  caution. 


With  refped  (a  our  contrnverfy 
with  France  I  fliall  briefly  remark, 
that,  till  rhe  arrival  of  tlie  difparehes 
from  our  envoys  at  Paris,  giving  an  ac- 
count ot  a  converlaiion  ot  unanuthori- 
fed  agents  ;  the  prefident  had  uni- 
formly declared  an  ardent  defire  to  re- 
lloi  e  ike  two  republics  to  the  flare  of 
amity  which  exilfed  previous  to  the 
Brittlh  treaty  ;  but  wc  find  he  has  been 
Co  unfortunate  in  his  maimer  of  ex- 
prctfing  this  idea,  that  he  has  not  been 
believed  by  the  executive  directory  : 
they  appear  to  have  had  a  continual 
jealouTy  of  our  executive  adminiltra- 
tion ever  lince  they  found  that  Mr. 
Jay  tvas  lent  to  London  to  negotiate  a 
commercial  treaty  while  they  were  of- 
ficially informed  by  the  proper  autho- 
rity  that  it  was  merely  for  the  pur. 
pole  of  *'  obtaining  immediate*  coin- 
penfation  for  our  plundered  property 
and  refutation  of  the  polls  ,"  what 
their  intentions  are  now,  may  1  ap» 
piehend,  be  in  fome  degree  discover- 
ed by  the  inv  itation  of  Mjr.  falleyrand 
to  Mr.  Gerry,  our  remaining  envoy,  to 
refomethe  bufineft  of  negotiation  and 
ad  jutt  the  differences  of  the  two  nati- 
ons. If  Mr.  Gerry  does  not  find  him- 
fclf  precluded  by  his  own  reply,  or 
fome  other  contingency,  ItfhblfM  be  in- 
clined to  fufpett  that  a  treaty  may  b« 
formed  on  the  honorable  balls  of  his 
inlti  inftions,  a  copy  of  which  Waa  laid 
bef  ore  congrefs  laft  Apiil. 

I  fliall  conclude  this  letter  with  in- 
treating  you  to  pay  a  ferious  regard  to 
the  emergencies  of  the  times,  and  no; 
to  be  wanting  to  yourfelves  in  an  hour 
of  extreme  danger  :  if  there  is  danger 
to  your  conltitution  or  .your  govern 
ment  it  may  be  corrected  by  your, 
felves  ;  there  is,  therefore,  a  remedy 
tor  every  diltemper,  but,  tor  a  people 
wanting  to  themfelves  there  is  no  re- 
medy, and  from  their  power  there  is 
no  appeal.  And  to  you  fellow  citi- 
zens, 1,  as  your  agent  appointed  to  ex- 
prefs  your  will  in  the  national  coun- 
cil, addrefs  myfelf,  an  aik,  if  not  from 
the  propriety  of  my  decilions  on  the 
feveial  queltions  which  have  been  be- 
f 01  e  congrefs,  yet  ft  om  the  purity  of 
my  motives,  whether  I  have  executed 
my  trull  to  your  fatisfaCtion.  If  I 
meet  with  your  approbation,  as  I  have 
the  approbation  of  my  own  confeience, 
I  (hall  conceive  thia  tour  ot  doty  to 
h-ive  been  the  happielt  circumilancc 
of  my  life.
